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REPORT OF TRUSTEES 


To the Residents of the Hospital District: 


Legislative matters, in addition to regular duties, occupied the atten- 
tion of your Board of Trustees during the busy year of 1957. ’ 


Foremost was the effort of the State Department of Public Health to 
obtain favorable action on legislation which would allow county sanatoria 
to admit chronic disease cases. 


On the basis of a survey ordered by this board, which revealed scores 
of admissable chronic disease cases in the Bristol County Hospital District, 
we strongly urged adoption of the legislation. The Joint Committee on 
Public Health approved the measure but the Committee on Counties sought 
additional information. The proposed legislation was referred to the 
Legislative Research Council for statistical research and fact-finding study. 
Other measures ordered to study included one relative to reimbursement 
to towns which pay for the cost of maintaining patients in county tubercu- 
losis hospitals and the other was relative to the treatment of tuberculosis 
patients. 


Another legislative matter was a measure proposed by the Bristol 
County Commissioners, in which they sought to associate themselves with 
the trustees in the operation of the Bristol County Hospital. Under the 
direction of the board’s able counsel, the late Judge William A. McGivney, 
strenuous opposition to this measure was developed. The Committee on 
Counties referred the proposal to the “next annual session” and the legis- 
lature concurred. The trustees took the position that Bristol County 
Hospital was not a county institution, as such, that it was operated 
by the Bristol County Hospital District, which does not include the county 
cities of Fall River and New Bedford, and that the voters of said district, 
in 1942, removed the County Commissioners as the governing body of the 
hospital. Dr. Garnet P. Smith, superintendent, ably represented the trus- 
tees in opposing legislation which would have, if adopted, allowed com- 
munities represented in the hospital district, to make other contracts for 
the care of their tuberculosis patients. Appearing before the Committee 
on Public Health, Dr. Smith successfully argued against the bill. He 
pointed out that if communities were allowed to withdraw from the hospital 
district the resulting loss of financial support might lead to a breakdown 
in the care of tubercular patients. 


Concerning itself directly with the hospital property, the Board of 
Trustees awarded contracts worth $4,500 for outside painting of the Ad- 
ministration Building, the women’s wing and the residences of the superin- 
tendent and the senior physician. Major repairs to the filter beds were 
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necessary. Despite efforts of tree surgeons, a losing battle was fought 
with the Dutch Elm Disease and the beautiful, towering tree between the 
hospital and Dr. Smith’s house was removed at considerable expense. 


The trustees are happy to report that a substantial start has been 
made on modernization of the hospital’s operating room. New lighting has 
been installed, also a new table. 


During the year trustees authorized an increase of boiler insurance 
coverage from $20,000 to $50,000; sprinkler insurance was also authorized. 


Upon acceptance in principle by the employes, the Bristol County 
Group Life and Medical Insurance Benefit Plan was accepted. 


The cost of operating this hospital, as all others, is constantly increas- 
ing. Through the careful management of our steward, the costs of foods 
and other materials are kept at a minimum although there is no attempt to 
skimp on the quality or quantity. 


The charges for fuels and some utilities continue to increase. New— 
and expensive—kinds of service also are being added steadily to the hospi- 
tal program as medical and surgical knowledge widens. Powerful new 
drug's, likewise, are far more expensive than their predecessors. In many 
cases, too, these drugs do not replace older drugs but simply supplement 
them, thereby adding to the costs of treatment. 


And, over which the trustees have no control, is the spiraling wage 
scale. In the 25 years prior to 1957, wages and salaries increased from 
100 to 200 per cent. Last year, the Barrington Plan, adopted by the Com- 
monwealth, adjusted wages upward in most categories. Although our 
hospital has been fortunate in having a fine, capable and willing nursing 
staff, it will have to be increased if we are to continue to operate at ca- 
pacity. Our ratio of personnel to patients has continued low, possibly too 
low. 


The Board was grateful for the opportunity to open the hospital in 
July to inspection by the members of the Bristol County Selectmen’s As- 
sociation. It is to be hoped that the mayors and councilmen of the two 
cities of the hospital district will be able to inspect the premises at a later 
date. 


The Board also takes this opportunity to thank the senators and repre- 
sentatives who represent the communities who are members of the hospital 
district in protecting the welfare of the hospital in legislation which has 
been proposed in the General Court. Neither can the trustees forget the 
expert legal advice that they obtained from time to time from the late 
Judge William A. McGivney, who gave unstintingly of his time and energy. 
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To the hosiptal’s many friends, the clergy, to department heads and 
all employes, we express our sincere appreciation for their cooperation.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


I hereby submit the annual report of the Bristol County Hospital for 
the year ending December 31st, 1957. 


The total number of patients treated at the hospital during the year 
ending December 31st, 1957, was 144. 


There were 51 patients in the hospital at the beginning of the year. 
Of these 35 were males and 16 females. A total of 93 patients was ad- 
mitted. Of these 68 were males and 25 females. The highest daily census 
was 62 and the lowest 44. The average daily census was 55.9. The total 
number of hospital days was 20,401. There were 83 discharges. Of this 
number 58 were males and 25 females. The average length of stay was 
120 days. At the end of the year there were 61 patients in the hospital. 
Of these 45 were male and 16 female. The average age of all patients was 
56. The average for men was 55 and the average for women 59. 


Of the 83 patients discharged 51 were tuberculous and 32 non-tuber- 
culous. There were 4 deaths among the tuberculous cases and death was 
due to pulmonary tuberculosis in 8 cases. These were all males. There 
was no death from pulmonary tuberculosis among female patients. The 
total deaths from non-tuberculous disease was 138. Of the 17 deaths from 
all causes 11, or 64.6%, came to autopsy. 


The marked reduction in mortality from tuberculosis over recent years 
is most gratifying. However, tuberculosis is by no means irradicated and 
more people are living to be crippled by the effects of this disease and the 
added injuries of non-tuberculous complications which come with ageing. 


The ever increasing proportions of patients in the older age brackets 
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with non-tuberculous complications augments the demands on the nursing 
staff and if this trend continues additional nursing personnel will be needed 
if a high standard of care is to be maintained. 


A bill to permit admission of chronic disease cases, other than tuber- 
culosis, to ‘County Sanatoria is now before the legislature. Chronic disease 
and infirmities of old age are mounting as more people are living beyond 
the age of 65 years. Patients with chronic disease need to be treated in a 
hospital where there are adequate facilities such as X-ray and laboratory 
and also qualified medical and nursing personnel. The proper care of the 
chronically ill is not simple, nor can it be given cheaply. 


If the avearge daily census at the Bristol County Hospital continues 
as it has in the past few years, not many additional patients in the non-tb. 
chronic disease class could be accommodated with our present bed capacity 
and facilities. 


This again brings up the question which was considered by the trus- 
tees a year or so ago, as to the advisability (or necessity) of having a new 
and larger hospital or of adding on to the present one in order to provide 
hospital care for the large number of chronically ill in Bristol County. 


The increase in the per capita cost over the previous year is due in 
large measure to the statutory increase in salaries under the Barrington 
Plan and to a decrease in the total number of hospital days of treatment. 


TREATMENT 


A total of 144 patients were under treatment during the year and of 
this number 110 were tuberculous. All patients with active pulmonary 
tuberculosis received anti microbial treatment. 


Treatment of complications were carried out as indicated.

OUT-PATIENT DEPARTMENT 


A total of 4738 visits were made by 2469 patients and a total of 3236 
chest X-rays (14 x 17) were taken. Of the 2469 patients 862 were follow- 
up cases and 1607 were new cases. Among the new patients X-rayed 24 
were found to have active pulmonary tuberculosis. 


There were 18 former patients who received 1095 injections of strep- 
tomycin in the out-patient. 


A total of 10,057 chest X-rays were taken by the mobile unit under 
the auspices of the Bristol County Hospital Association. One case of active 
pulmonary tuberculosis was found in this survey. 


COST 


Cost of maintenance and operation including cost of operating out- 
patient department was $380,413.48. There were 20,401 patient days. 
This gives a daily per capita cost of $18.60.
